SELECTMEN'S FORWARD 


The state of Town affairs is very good as we end another year. We are solvent and 
despite continuing pressure fran State regulations, we have kept pace thanks to 
long hours and hard work by our officials, volunteers, and employees. 


Financially, the highlight of the year was the refinancing of the Town's share of 
the bond for the sewer project. Through a discount purchase plan offered by the 
FHA, we refinanced the bond through the N.H. Municipal Bond Bank on a 20 year plan 
at lower interest rates. The total savings to the Town is $482,387.00. 


We also sold a $94,000. bond for the new fire truck which will be delivered later 
this year’at a total cost of $144,000. The balance is scheduled to be paid fron 
invested income fran the Lodge, Dumont, and Farnun Trust Funds. 


The third bond program came via our membership in the Ashuelot Valley Sewer Program. 
The EPA was nearly 2 years behind in approving the final figures for the treatment 
plant in Keene and the interceptor from Marlborough, so we were faced with two 
years payments totaling $14,000. We applied the final leftover $6,066. from the 
sewer project finance fund toward this payment and paid the remainder fron the 
general fund. The Town Report schedules all of the bonds outstanding. 


We point out: The growth of activity in the Welfare programs which Mrs. Knight 
so ably handles. It has became nearly a full time job, involving a great deal of 
legal knowledge and ability to understand the interplay between Town, County, and 
State financing. The Juvenile Conference Program is one needing constant watching 
and is bound to be a costly program in the future. The conference is aimed at the 
young violator to give direction without recording a criminal record. Our own 
Youth Advisory Board does the same thing wherever possible. 


Considerable progress has been made in our recycling efforts this year, supervised 
by Bob Bennett. Bob has found new markets for the cast iron, tires, and lube oil, 
all of which will reduce the landfill in preparation for plans for closing the 
landfill and changing over to a transfer station. This will probably require a 
baling machine to transfer non-recyclables to a regional plant if, and when, the 
District's differences can be solved. 


A Solid Waste Managanent Plan must be filed with the State authority by October 1, 
1989, and, although much of the work has been done, ie; five monitor wells 
installed at the landfill, we must file a closure plan for the site and its sub- 
sequent conversion to a recycling center and transfer station, and arrangements 
made to ship the waste elsewhere. Where and when are the questions. 


The municipal insurance crisis of 1985-86 is one which we have solved. As a Trustee 
of the N.H. Property & Liability Trust, the writer has been directly involved since 
its inception July 1, 1986, and can report that in the first 2% years of operation, 
it has grown to include 1/0 cities, towns, precincts, and school districts. Our 
experience has been excellent, and we have held the line on costs. As chairman of 
its underwriting cammittee, I have worked with other insurance executives, who also 
serve their camunities as town or city officials. Our assets now exceed nine 
million dollars, and we expect that if our experience continues in this same mode, 
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we can soon start paying dividends. However, as in our pool arrangement, we must 
first build our reserves for claims to a safe and sound level. More importantly, 
we are no longer subject to the whims and instability shown by private carriers 
and their agents. 


As I prepare to step down as Selectman, it is quite natural to think back over the 
past six years and perhaps, this is a good time to summarize and say thank you to 
my fellow Selectmen, Department Heads, Town Officials, Employees, and last, but not 
least, all the volunteers who give so much to their Town. 


Here are a few of the six year projects: 


Sewer installation 

Main Street reconstruction, and re-paving all streets after construction 

Water Street and McKinley Circle water mains 

Establishment of Recycling Center 

Installation of water meters 

Replacement of street lights (saves $6,000. per year) 

Pierce Elderly Housing 

Municipal parking lot 

Knight Lane extension 

School bus unloading zone 

Installation of water anti-corrosion systan 

Adoption of Ordinances for: Sewer, Recycling; and Traffic 

Amended Zoning and Sign Ordinance (nearly complete) 

Adoption of plans for: Master Plan; Water Resource Managenent-final steps; 
Capital Improvement Plan - in process 

Trestle Terrace sewer extension 

Installation of canputerized Town Office systems 

Installation of monitor wells at Landfill 

Expansion of our Police Department to include our first "full time" 
officer, Neal Collier. 

Insurance safety inspections of all buildings 

Formation of Safety Camittee 

Establishment of Conservation Camission 


In conclusion, we have worked hard to keep the best interests of the Town and ics 
people before us and believe the progress exemplified by this report reflects that 
fact. Space doesn't allow me to name all the individuals who have worked so hard 
and given so much time to the effort, but, we do thank then. Each and every one 
knows thenselves who you are without naming.

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Two new bonds were added to the schedule this year: 


A--A five-year bond for Marlborough's share of the 
Sewer Interceptor from the Marlborough Town Line to 
Route 12 in Keene. Our 81.9% share is based upon the 
usage of the line. 


B--A twenty-year bond for Marlborough's share of 
the District Treatment Plant and Pumping Station. Our 
share is 2.59% and 2.88% respectively, again based up- 
on our pro rata share of the total flow. 


These bond payments will require an adjustment of 
the bond charge in sewer bills commencing with the first 
quarter billing April 1, 1989. As in our original sewer 
bonds, the charge places 60% of the cost upon the user 
and 40% upon the total tax base. The bond charge will 
change from $8.75 per quarter to $11.15. 


As you can see, in 1992 the major cost will be 
paid and we will reduce the bond charge accordingly.

RECREATION COMMITTEE 


The Recreation Committee has spent 1988 dealing with the present 
and looking toward the future. Our monthly roller skating program 
continued into the Spring, growing and serving more and more 
Marlborough youth and families. The program could not run as 
smoothly and successfully without the support of the Marlborough 
P.T.A. With the installation of the new gym floor, the program 

is being evaluated by all concerned. 


In March, Parker Drown joined the Committee replacing Linwood 
Croteau who served Marlborough recreation for many years. We 
thank him for his special gift of time and interest. 


Insurance was again purchased to cover the Town's youth sports. 
Spring Little League and Fall Youth Soccer League each served 
over 50 youngsters. The Town is indebted to the generous gift of 
time and talents of the organizers and coaches for these teams. 
The fence was extended at the Little League field and the fields 
were maintained for their many uses. 


The Town Beach at Stone Pond was prepared for Summer use. With 
increased use of this beautiful area, concern focused on safety 
and rope and buoy boundaries were installed in the swimming area. 
The area was fenced in later in the Summer in an effort to ensure 
availability for our residents. 


With our main goal being to serve as many youth as possible, we 
elected to try an In-Town Summer recreation program. Nancy 

and several Town high school students ran a 4 week program 
Serving approximately 40 youth each day. The kindergarten through 
grade 5 children participated in a craft, game, and sport program 
in the morning hours. We hope to expand this program as funding 
and facilities allow. 


Our junior high students were offered Marlborough Travel Camp, a 
program in cooperation with the Cheshire County YMCA of day trips 
to special places of interest in and around New England. Fifteen 
of our youth participated in this week long activity. 


As we look to the future, we see many programs offered in 
Marlborough for younger children. These are offered by various 
groups and provide a wide range of quality programming. Our 
concern lies with the 12 - 15 year old age bracket. Our plans are 
to rework our programming for this age group and to seek 
Suggestions in this area. In the first phase of a long range 
project, we propose construction of a 40' X 60' open pavillion on 
land owned by the Town beside the Little League field. This 
Structure would enable our Summer program shelter and the possi- 
bility of longer hours; it would provide a quiet setting for band 
concerts away from traffic; it would be flooded for Winter 
Skating activities. 
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We would eventually have a place to offer picnic facilities; 
horse shoes; etc. 


We ask your help and support as we continue to look toward the 
future. 


The Recreation Committee meets the first Monday of every month, 
and would welcome your input.

REPORT OF WELFARE ADMINISTRATOR 


This year saw the usual number of desertions, 
illnesses and underemployment, all resulting in 
the need for help with rent, food and utilities. 
Rents are so high we find it almost impossible 
to pay rents, although we do help with other 
aspects of current expenses to free up available 
funds. We also make referrals to Southwest 
Community Services for rent deposits, but this is 
a revolving fund and if not repaid for the 
borrower, it must be paid by the Town. 


We have had two cases of homelessness and 
have an arrangement with the City of Keene for 
temporary shelter. 


We have had an unusual number of requests 
for intervention with hospitals because of the 
changes in Medicare coverage and the Medicare 
coverage plus private insurance being too low 
to cover hospital bills. The remainder is often 
beyond the ability of fixed-income elderly to 
pay. This requires applying for reductions, time 
payment schedules, etc. 


All these matters are a result of the Federal 
government cutting help to aged, poor and indigent 
and the burden falling on the State. While the 
State is processing claims, it is the responsib- 
ility of the Town to carry the burden. 


The Welfare Administrators and care-givers 
of Cheshire County have organized an AIDS Task 
Force to work out a way to handle the expected 
AIDS cases which will probably develop from the 
presently indicated HIV positive cases. 


With the tightening of laws with regard to 
responsibilities for homeless, retarded and other 
helpless people, we are facing some legal costs 
in the future.

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1988 PLANNING BOARD REPORT 


The Planning Board experienced an explosive year in land 
use regulation. The rush of information for suggestions 
on how to control the influx of development in the 
southern half of the State was overwhelming. We already 
had many items underway when this occurred, thanks to 
the expert advice of Mr. Robert Panton and his staff of 
the Southwest Region Planning Commission. Mr. Panton 
had worked with us for some 18 months and we were able 
to plug many holes in the Zoning Ordinance at the Town 
Meeting in March. While there were many significant 
changes, the two with the most dramatic effect was the 
complete revision of the Table of Use Allowances and 

the introduction of acreage requirements exclusive of 
wetlands and slopes over 15%. In July, we formally 
accepted a new Master Plan and had received funding 

for a Water Resource Management and Protection Plan as 
well as a Capital Improvement Program. At year's end, 
the Water Plan was in Concord for formal review and the 
Capital Improvement Plan was well underway, all thanks 
again to the staff at Southwest Region Planning Commis- 
sion. 


A Landscaping Committee was formed to help the Planning 

Board establish landscaping requirements for the condo- 

minium projects. Mrs. Lee Lecraw, our favorite mentor, 

came to our rescue with the aid of the many fine members 
of the Garden Club to handle the task. Their review of 

the Woodmaster and Northpack Projects resulted not only 

in many fine suggestions, but also established a bonding 
requirement of $15,000 to insure the work would be done 

by projects end. 


Some of our other undertakings consisted of modifying 

the Site Plan Review/Subdivision Regulations to include 

a definition of major/minor subdivisions, and the add- 
ition of high intensity soil surveys, wetland identifi- 
cation, and soil erosion and sediment control plans. 

We analyzed our fees resulting in another increase to 

pay our own way rather than depend on tax dollars. A 
population study was done when new town hall talks started 
and using a least square regression analysis, forcast a 
Town population of 3350 by the year 2013. Many meetings 
for conceptual non-binding discussions and preliminary 
design review sessions were held with various applicants. 
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The Board also made it a point to do on site evalua- 
tions and did so for all but minor applications. 


Training sessions were held this year and consisted of 
an excellent land surveying explanation by Mr. Ed Good- 
rich and an equally informative session by Ms. Lisa 
Davidson on septic design, wetland identification, and 
high intensity soil mapping. The Harris Center, Hancock, 
N. H., also had some excellent sessions on wetlands, 
subdivsions, site plan reviews, trails and others, all 
of which were free of charge and we were grateful for 
getting the information. Equally important was the 
opportunity of meeting our peers from other local com- 
munities who are having the same problems. Obviously, 
the Harris Center is considered an excellent resource! 


Our personnel changes took place in April and we bid a 
fond farewell to Norman Russell and Sue Longacre who 
had served the Board long and faithfully. Judy Wilson 
was sworn in for three more years and Alphonse Despres 
found the time to join us for three years. 


We wish to express a special "Thank You" to two of our 
Board members. To our Vice-Chairman, Calvin Gage, who 
kept us on track and kept the process going to finish 
the Master Plan, and to our secretary, Anne Burlin, who 
produced volumes of excellent minutes necessary to 
document these major accomplishments. We certainly 
could not have done it without them! 


Major subdivisions approved were the Woodmaster Project 
consisting of 48 units on Gates Road, a 31 unit project 
for Northpack Development in the old gravel pit on 
Route 124, and Bill Coutts for a 10 lot unit off Water 
Street. Minor subdivisions were approved for Robert 
Dabrowski on Route 124, Stephen Sugar on Old Chesham 
Road, two for Mark Way off Old Whitcomb Road, Michael 
Summers on Ryan Road and Frederick Mead on Frost Hill 
Road. 


Site Plan Reviews were approved for Frank Buckbee to 
move the print shop to 236 Main Street; John Gordon to 
expand Flooring Concepts on Main Street; Deborah Gilman 
Sylvain to establish a pet grooming shop on Terrace St.; 
Dr. Donna Baird to establish a Veterinary Clinic at 115 
Main Street; Seth Kallman to allow a produce stand in-

stead of his chain saw operation on Oliver Road; and 
Living Networks Corp. to establish an office on Main 
Street. 


Boundary Line Adjustments were approved for Frank and 
Katherine Mackey and Arne and Virginia Dahl for their 
respective properties on Old Chesham Road; Elizabeth 
and Robert Sweet at Stone Pond; the late Harry Patnode, 
Sr., at 124 Laurel Street; and for the Everard/Lehtola 
properties on Route 124. 


Joint hearings were also held for Tony and Maria Wilson 
to change Clayfire Pottery to an Antique Co-op on Route 
101; for the Coutts project on Water Street; Marlborough 
Construction to open a gravel pit on Paight property; 
Doreen Buffington to open a sewing/dress shop in the 
Legion Building; Goodsell's to expand the Meetinghouse 
Restaurant; and Mrs. Grace to excavate the pit off Old 
Troy Road for private use only.

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LIBRARIAN'S REPORT 


The Library was a busy department in 1988. We saw many changes and 
new activities. In February, the Friends of the Frost Free Library 
was reorganized with a membership of over 25. The Friends volun- 
teered an astounding 766 hours of "In-Library" time. These hours 
do not reflect the time Friends have donated cooking for Library 
activities, delivering books to the home-bound, and other projects 
that some Friends do at home. The Friends have saved many dollars 
for the Library. Corrine Nash, former Librarian, is President of 
the Friends. I am most grateful to all for their time and effort 
to make the Library a pleasant place for the citizens of 
Marlborough. 


A program that has proven to meet a need is the Pre-School Story 
time scheduled Thursday mornings from 10:30 - 11:15. Since we 
encourage children and their families to come to the Library on a 
regular basis, a monthly after school program was held for grades 
K-2 and 3-5, as well as a program for adolescents and their 
families. 


A most exciting occurrence in the Library this year was the 
addition of a monthly newsletter edited and written by Marlborough 
high school students. Miss Emily Morris was the newletter's 
original editor and now, Miss Tina Shepardson holds that title. We 
hope you have enjoyed reading it. The newsletter is entitled "The 
Rufus Report" in honor of our benefactor, Rufus Frost, whose 
generousity made the Library possible in 1866. 


Mr. Harold Shelley volunteers 10 hours a week to the Library and 

is a part-time assistant when the need arises. Mr. Shelley is also 
working on a history of the Library, and has donated countless 
hours in compiling information about the founding and development 
of the Library. This is an exciting happening. Publication date 

for this manuscript has not been finalized, but, the Library and 
the Board of Trustees are giving Mr. Shelley their support for this 
project to culminate before the Library's 125th anniversary. 


Mrs. Carolyn Sturgis, the former assistant librarian, left the 
Library in August and is missed. Mrs. Mary Cadmus was hired to 
take her place. Mary is a dedicated worker who enjoys working with 
the public. She has learned quickly and is an asset to the Library. 


To comply with the State Fire Marshal's rulings for safety, the 
Library reversed the front doors to open out and installed crash 
bars for both front and parking lot doors. 


Mrs. Pam Norris headed a Friends' project that gave the Library 20 
hand-made puppets. These puppets were used in a show written by 
Katherine, Aileen, Guinevere, & Kathleen Shaw at the Marlborough 
School's PTA Fun Fair in May. These puppets are also available for 
check out; a wonderful addition and the children love them. 


This year's Friends! Book Sale was a huge success, netting over

$400. During the Book Sale, the Library sponsored a puppet show. 


Blood pressure clinics are sponsored by the Home Health Care and 
are held the first Wednesday of every month. Home Health Care has 
also held a Cholesterol Screening. 


There have been numerous craft workshops at the Library which 
enable you to learn a craft at a nominal fee. They have been very 
popular. The Library is pleased to offer displays every month, so 
if you have a craft you wish to display, just tell us. There have 
been some beautiful displays. We want to exhibit the crafts and 
hobbies of townspeople. 


The Summer reading program, A Reading Pentathalon of Power, had 

87 participants. It culminated with a party at which the partici- 
pants received medals for their reading achievements presented at 

a picnic sponsored by the Friends and the Marlborough Community 
Association. The Marlborough Town Band played during the picnic & 
it was an enjoyable afternoon. As part of the Summer programming, 
the Library sponsored films on Friday afternoons. The Recreation 
Department had a Library Day, and the children walked up from the 
ball flats to either enjoy storytime headed by Mrs. Esther Lachance 
or to sit quietly and read, do puzzles, or to use the computer. 
Library Park was a busy spot this year holding weekly Summer con- 
certs on Tuesday evenings. To all the private individuals and 
businesses that sponsor this program, thank you. Also, I wish to 
thank Anne Burlin and Alice Knight for their hard work coordinating 
the donor file, and mailing request letters. The concert program is 
funded totally by contributions from faithful listeners. 


The Library sponsored the following holiday parties: Easter,Summer 
Reading, Halloween, and Christmas. The Christmas party was a 
wonderful evening with over 100 in attendance. The Marlborough Town 
Band played carols and those attending sang carols while the child- 
ren visited with Santa. The outside tree, donated by the Garden 
Club and the Marlborough Community Association, was lit at the end 
of the party. 


All in all, the Library was well used by the citizens of 
Marlborough. I thank you for your support and patronage.

CONSERVATION COMMISSION ANNUAL REPORT 


A Conservation Commission provides a focal point within municipal 
government for environmental concerns and is the only local board 
specifically charged with protection of natural resources. 


This being the Marlborough Conservation Commission's first full 
year of activity, the members spent a great deal of time educating 
themselves to the environmental concerns of our Town. With the 
help of the Southwest Region Planning Commission, an inventory of 
natural resources within our Town was completed. This information 
aided us in making recommendations to the Planning Board on issues 
concerning environmental protection to be included in the Town 
Master Plan which was recently completed. 


In addition, the Marlborough Conservation Commission was active in 
attempting to protect environmentally sensitive lands within our 
Town through either purchase, gift, or easement. Through the 
efforts of a handful of townspeople who are "friends" of our 
Commission, we now have several hundred acres with our Town that 
are protected from development forever. Much of that land is that 
which surrounds Meetinghouse Pond. 


A project now in the works is a plan to develop a trail system 
within Town that would be forever open for anyone to walk on. 


The Marlborough Conservation Commission meets the third Monday of 
each month at 7:30 at the Municipal Building. Any interested 
individual is encouraged to attend.

Government, the State of New Hampshire, or any department or agency thereof, or any federal, state, or 
private agency (pursuant to R.S.A. 198:20-b). 


ARTICLE 3. To see if the District will vote to authorize the school board to apply for, accept and 

expend, without further action by the School District Meeting, money from state, 
federal, or other governmental unit or a private source which becomes available during the 1989-1990 
school year, provided that such expenditure be made for purposes for which a school district may 
appropriate money, and that such expenditure not require the expenditure of other school district funds. 
Further, that the school board shall hold a public hearing prior to accepting and spending such money 
(pursuant to R.S.A. 198:20-b). 


ARTICLE 4. To see if the District will vote to make the position of School District Auditor an 
appointive position by the school board, rather than elective, effective July 1, 1990, 
or to take any other action in relation thereto. 


ARTICLE 5. To see what sum of money the District will vote to appropriate and withdraw from the 

Capital Reserve Fund, established in March of 1988 for asbestos abatement, for the 
purpose of effecting repairs and/or replacement within designated areas of the Marlborough Elementary 
School as required by state and federal regulations dealing with asbestos abatement, or to take any other 
action in relation thereto. 
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ARTICLE 6. To see if the District will vote to establish a Capital Reserve Fund, pursuant to the 

provisions of R.S.A. 35, for the purpose of construction and/or renovation of 
buildings and/or related costs to said construction and/or renovation, or to take any other action in relation 
thereto. 


ARTICLE 7. To see if the District will authorize the school board to transfer all or any portion of its 

unencumbered funds, if any, remaining on hand at the end of the fiscal year, June 
30, 1989, to the Capital Reserve Fund established by the voters under Article 5 above, if so established, 
or to take any other action in relation thereto. 


ARTICLE 8. To see if the District will authorize the school board to transfer any funds from the 

Capital Reserve Fund, established in March, 1988, for the purpose of asbestos 
abatement remaining after the expenditures under Article 4, to the Capital Reserve Fund established in 
Article 5 above, if so established, or take any other action in relation thereto. 


ARTICLE 9. To see what sum of money the District will vote to raise and appropriate for the 
_ support of schools, for the salaries of school district officers and agents, and for 


payment of statutory obligations of the district. 


ARTICLE 10. To transact any other business which may legally come before this meeting.
